H p HE United States pu blic health 
**“ service reports a strange epidemic 
in Japan. Up to date, there have been 
abou t 5,000 cases. 
First reported as 
meningitis, later as sleeping sick ness. 
It is now considered a hitherto 
un­ 
identified contagiou s disease. 
The disease Is mark edly different 
from both meningitis 
and 
infantile 
paralysis. Males seem to be more fre­ 
qu ently 
affected 
than 
females. 
It 
does not appear to be carried by con­ 
tact since more than one case In 
a 
hou sehold hns been rarely observed. 
The sick ness begins with a rise in 
tem peratu re, with or withou t other 
symptoms su ch as slight headache, 
sleepiness, 
and 
discomfort. 
Within 
twenty-fou r or forty-eight hou rs, du r­ 
ing which the tem peratu re steadily 
rises, nau sea, vomiting, and sleepless­ 
ness may occu r. 
Both the anu s and 
the legs are paralyzed. 
The eyes a p 
parently are not affected. 
The prin­ 
cipal 
symptom 
is 
u nconsciou sness, 
which does not generally occu r u ntil 
the third or fou rth day. 
The patient 
may be deliriou s bu t u su ally appears 
to be in a deep sleep, from which, 
however, he may be arou sed enou gh 
to answer simple qu estions or swal­ 
low food. 
In severe cases the p atients die 
withou t regaining consciou sness. 
In 
the lighter cases, the fever gradu ally 
goq^ down, the patients slowly regain 
consciou sness and recover completely 
in ten or fifteen days. 
So far, no germ has been fotmfl 
which cou ld be held responsible for 
this disease. 
Animals, 
as well as 
men, are su sceptible and among them 
the mortality appears to be very high. 
No one as yet has been able to ac­ 
cou nt for this epidemic or to su ggest 
any reason for It. 
It has spread over 
most of Jap an bu t is especially preva­ 
lent in certain provinces. 
The only 
clew, so far, as to its occu rrence is 
that It has been pointed ou t that 
last 
su mmer was exceedingly hot and dry 
In Japan, consequ ently 
very’ 
du sty, 
and that the epidemic came to an end 
following the coming of the fall rains. 
Whether this disease Is some modi­ 
fied form of the so-called infantile 
paralysis, which frequ ently occu rs In 
ou r W estern states du ring hot weath­ 
er, or whether it is a new and en­ 
tirely u nheard-of disease, is still tQ 
be determined.

After two years of experimenting at 
Qu een City, Mo., Dr. E. M. Nighbert 
states that almost complete control of 
the stomach worms of sheep in the 
Middle \\ est can he secu red by the 
copper-su lphate treatm ent, and that at 
slight expense profits In the produ ction 
of mu tton, wool, and breeding stock 
can be greatly Increased by the treat­ 
ment.

chamb ers of commerce, lab or and other organizations 
and prominent citizens, in all walks of life, wero filed 
approving the 75c service charge one community of­ 
ficially filed .protest. 


The Service Charge is right, just and equitab le and 
the commissions and courts of thirty-eight states have 
recognized it and legalized it as the fairest plan for 
the c on d uc t of any utility b usiness, b ecause it dis­ 
trib utes a part of the expense equally among those 
who create the expense. It also enab les the company 
to furnish its products at lower rates than would b e 
otherwise possib le. 
The Service Charge is now in effect in more than 
100 communities in Ohio, and the num b er is ateadily 
increasing as the propriety of such a charge b ecomes 
b etter understood. 
The city council of Cleveland 
b ut 
recently 
estab lished 
b y ordinance 
a service 
charge ¡plus a minimum charge, for current from the 
city-owned electric light plant. 
Furtherm ore, in in­ 
numerab le Ohio communities the descending scale of 
rates, with first quantities highest, which is in effect 
an included service charge, is in almost universal use 
b y b oth municipal and privately owned utilities, and 
is willingly^ paid b ecause it is realized that small use 
is unprofitab le, unless offset b y some such charge. 
I nfortunately, a technical 
interpretation 
of the 
utility 
law opens 
the legal 
question as to 
Ohio 


whether the regulation of the service charge is gov­ 
erned b y one or the other of two sections of law, 
namelv, Section 614-17 or Section 614-20. 
The set­ 
tlement ¡of such a question would in no sense de­ 
termine the justness or otherwise of the .service 
charge we ask, b ut the litigation could he prolonged 
indefinitely, depriving the company of needed funds, 
anil thereb y delaying or compelling ab andonment of 
development and drilling operations, and the de­ 
moralization of service to our consumer# . 
\\ e know that the thing desired b y the great b ody 
of our consumers is that we should go forward un­ 
hampered and amply supported financially in the ef­ 
fort to procure and prolong gas service. 
The insuffi­ 
ciency of the company’s earnings— in fact, the entire 
ab sence of compensatory earnings upon a valuation 
b asis, was most clearly indicated in the recent hear­ 
ing, and there is still to b e added to the figures then 
presented our heavy capital investm ent and other 
expenses since June 30. 1924. 
If we were to b e de­ 
prived of ihe revenue ob tainab le from the service 
charge, or some equivalent increase in our income, 
we would b e prevented from proceeding with drill­ 
ing operations b oth in the new and old areas this 
year as well as purchase of gas and the service next 
w inter and thereafter, until such a time as financial 
relief was afforded, would b e intolerab ly insufficient. 
I o avoid this delay, with consequent complications 
dangerously affecting the 
consum ers’ 
service, we 
have compromised with our own b elief, the decisions 
of iDoTnmissions and courts universally, and municipal 
officials and consumers in 67 communities we serve, 
as to the justness of the service charge, to the extent 
that we have withdraw n the schedule on file with 
the commission carrying the service charge and sub ­ 
stituted the following, which we have filed as of 
F eb ruary 7th, 1925:

The revenue derivab le therefrom is somewhat 
less than that which would have b een ob tained from 
the 75c service charge, and, there, it could b e 
acceptab le to the 67 communities heretofore favor­ 
ing the service charge, and, also to all opposition ap­ 
pearing against it. 
The new form of schedule eliminates the legal 


question heretofore referred to and the company, b y 
filing a b ond, may proceed to collect the new rates 
after the expiration of the statutory limitation, leav­ 
ing the further litigation, df there b e such, to b e 
worked out later. 


'>Ve are merely seeking some acceptab le way to 
m aintain our ab ility to serve you, and can not ac­ 
complish such a result without your cooperation.

Mothers 
should

gums and tongue clean. 
II the teeth were continuous and 
were perfectly smooth there would b e 
no troub le. 
But they have numerous 
rrooves in their surfaces and there 
re small spaces b etween them. 
In 
chewing, food is often crowded b e­ 
tween the teeth or left in some of 
the little grooves. 
If the teeth are 
not immediately cleaned after eating, 
these food particles will decay, pro­ 
ducing an acid which dissolves the 
enamel and results in decay of the 
teeth themselves. 
Many mothers b elieve that the milk 
teeth are of little im portance; that 
there are no nerves in them ; and that 
their decay is of no importance. This 
is a serious mistake. 
Decayed teeth cannot chew prop­ 
erly and are very apt tc cause decay 
in the permanent 
teeth 
after 
they 
come in. 
Every child should learn to 
b rush its teeth after every meal and 
to keep them sound and free from 
decay.
